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oincel January 1950, the Majeviea Military Construction Enterprise has been 
operating in Nostar. The director of the Enterprise is a lieutenant colonel 
whose headquarters is located at a former monastery in the vicinity Two 
battalions of military workers and 450 civilian employees are engaged in the 
construction work. 

The tiro battalions are quartered in eight barracks which are located one 
kilometer vest of the Mb star airfield. The staffs of both battalions are 
housed in another barracks in the same area. The two battalions are 
described as follows i 

a. 1st Battalion. The unit comprises four companies with a combined 
strength of from 300 to 350 troops commanded by a captain. In 
addition to work in the Construction Enterprise, this battalion 
provides guards for sentinel duty, 

b* 2nd Battalion* This unit comprises four companies of reservists 
performing a bi-monthly tour of duty. The battalion commander is 
Captain Vladko Miladinovic and the political commissar is Mirko 
Meklan. The company commanders of the first two companies are an 
ensign and a second lieutenant respectively. The commander of 

3 Company is Second Lieutenant Sievko Cep and the commander of the 

4 Company is Lieutenant Vule Vukelic. 

Between 5 August and 5 October 1951, both battalions were being utilized
